A PBOHXBITIONI.STS' WATERLOO. 

Thursday last will long be romombered

The 
revuhsion of feeling in regard to the Scott 
Act, which the vole in nine < )ntario coun- 
ties indicated is perfectly marvellous, the 
more so when it is remembered that the 
act was adopted in tlie nine counties by 
tremendous majorities. Now, the act ia 
pulverized, paralyzed, smashed. One 
reason alone seems to commend itaolf to 
the public for the great ehaiigo which 
Tluirsday's vote inilieates, vi/.,, that the 
Scott Act gave us a iiroliiliitioii that did 
not prohibit. There were defects in the 
act which tho senate refused to wipe out 
and tlie provincial authorities, upon whom 
the duly of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of tho law devolved, did so in but 
a half-hearted manner. Temper.'ince men 
need not, however, lie discouraged by the 
recent set back. Let them gird up their 
loin.s and light for total |irohibilion — not 
for an abortive measure, which while pro- 
hibiting tho sale did not prohibit the 
manufacture — and the day of emancipa- 
tion from tlie thraldom of tho whiskey 
ring must soon dawn, 

DAKER to the RESCITE. 

It takes a llrilish Col unibia member to 
keep the house in order. Last niglil, Mr. 
Baker knocked out the opponents of an 
important private bill, which has been a 
great bono of contention here for 
several days iiaat, iis clean a.s if he 
had directed a cannon ball from the 
desk of tlie N'inbe. It came about in 
this wi.'ie. The two big riv.il raiiw.-ly cor- 
porations, the C. 1'. K. and the (iiand 
Trunk, have been respectively supporting 
and opposing the bill to chiirler the .South- 
western railway, a sniall line in tho vicin- 
ity of Montreal, whicli would enable the 
Canadian Pacilic to enter the Grand 
Trunk's territory and permit them to 
compote with the latter for the New Ym-k 
trado. In tho rail way commiltei) I he Pa- 
cific were sustained by tifteiin nmjority, 
both ciim])anius having lobbied extensive- 
ly, lu tlie commoiia last night tho six 
montlis' hoist was voted down by n nmjor- 
ity of thirty-one. Mr. Currnn thereupon 
moved an ainondincnt to tlio motion for 
the third reading thai, llie bill do not 
como into ell'uct iinlil May Isl;, LS!)«. Mr. 
Baker atoncejidse and called tho speaker's 
attention to the house rule that no impor- 
tant amendment to a private bill can be 
made unless ono day's previous notice is 
aiven. Mr, Speaker hold the objeotion to 
DO a fatal one and ruled the amendment 
out. The bill was thereupon read a third 
time and passed.

1 am glad that tho state of the public 
business now oiiablea nio to oloae this 
somewhat protriictod session, but before 
rolioving you from further attendance 1 
desire to express my appreciation o£-the 
osreful attohtiou you have given to the 



several subjects placed before you for con- 
sideration. 

Tho provision you have niado fcu' pro- 
moting the development of tho great 
quartz resources of the |irnvince will it is 
hoped, lead lo satisfactory results: ilie im- 
portant measure dealing williniir valuable 
timber lands, while carefully gii.anliiig ihe 
interests of those ongagod in that ini|)or- 
tant industry, promises a substantial in- 
ciea.se to the public revenue; thenieasuves 
relating to tho administration of justice, 
taken in connection with the appointment 
nf additional county court judges, will, 1 
feci assured, materially conducu toelliciency 
.md economy hi that branch of the public 
service. 

The amendment to the public school 
act will doubtless meet with general ap- 
jiroval, designed, as it in, to slightly re- 
iiuve tho public rovouuo of a Gonatantly 
increasing burden for education, without 
interfering with the freedom .md eliicleiicy 
nf our liberal caiiiiiinii sclionl .system.

Peraico came to Ireland tho Arch- 
bishop of Dublin allowed him to send and 
hear for himself, but the unionist Catho- 
lics drew up an address to the apostolic 
delegate, in which they lamented deeply 
of religion and ajipealed through him to 
the hnly father to have a elieck put upon 
t ho more advanced and outspoken church- 
men who had ^cast their lot with tho 
league .and the plan of campaign.

There is now 
a strong political circle in fJermany, which 
believing that Bism.irck made a fatal mis- 
take in over-riding t he personal incHna- 
tion of Emperor Frederick's daughter in 
deference to the wishes of the Russian 
court, the cause of peace it is believed in 
this circle would liave been immensely

The Estimated Doflclt Tamed Into a Surplus- 
Canada's Satisfactory Financial Standing:— 
Senator Hclnues Wants Representation In 
the Cablnet-The Grits Will Oppose the 
Monopoly Besoluttons— Farlianinntary Fro- 
ceediues. 



IFroniourOwn Correapondont.) 
Ottawa, April 27th.— Sir Charles 
Pupper delivered tho budget sjieech 
to-day. He stated that the esti- 
mated deficit of tho List fiscal year of 
8300,000 had been turned into a surplus 
of over §97,000; that the yield from cus- 
toms during the present fiscal year to date 
was §227,000 leas than for the same period 
in the last fiscal year; that the revenuo 
from excise would ahow an increase, and 
that the income and expenditure would 
about balance each other. The estimate 
for the coming fiscal year«of revenue was 
§.'56,900,000 and expenditure about tho 
same. Notwithstanding the limitation of 
deposits in the government aavings banks 
carried out during tho present fiscal year, 
the deposits wore larger and had increased 
in a marked degree for aoino of tho poorer 
claases of tho community, there having 
been an increase of over §10,000 by 
lumber depositors in the fiscal year. 
Tho government had determined not 
to subsidize for the present any new 
railways, and in order to pay tho sub- 
sidies already promised a new loan bill 
would be introduced. He discussed the 
iron tariff and showed that a great de- 
velopment of the raining industry had re- 
sulted and that several important manu- 
facturing enterprises connected with iron 
md steel had been developed and dtbers 
wore projected. Ho gave a largo quan- 
tity of statistics to ahow the great de- 
velopment of interprovincial trade coaat- 
ing. Tho trado bud largely increased ; 
the port of Halifax has an increase of 
tonnage of shipping carrying cargo equal 
to one hundred and twenty-five per cent 
in 1887 compared with the first year of 
confederation, and during the past ten 
yeai's tho tonnage of merchandise carried 
in and out of Halifax shows an inereaso 
of seventy-three per cent. Tho imports 
of sugar from the British West Indies 
during tho last year had increased con- 
siderably, so that the Canadian sugar 
policy was benefiting that portion of the 
Empire. He criticized severely the idea 
of unro.stricted reciprocity and said Can- 
ida had greater opportunities to develop 
trade with tho United Kingdom than with 
tho United States. Ho announced that 
the government did not propose to make 
any changes in the tarill". 

Senator Ale limes gives notice of a reso- 
lution that the British Columbia and the 
prairio section of Canada be entitled to a 
representation. 

Mr. Ives proposed an amendment to 
the bucket-shop bill, limiting its scope. 

The Alay term tif tho supreme court 
has been postponed, only four judges be- 
ing available for duty. .J udge 'raschereau 
la in Paris, .Judge Henry dying, and fivo 
constitute a iiiioniin.

The aiiieudinenta to 
tho 0(Hd Minos' Regulation Act, IHTT, are 
in furtherance of tho proti.'ctioii of our 
hardy coal iiiinoiH, about wliuin too great 
safeguards, consiateiit with reason and 
constitutionality, cannot be placed. In 
the acta for the benefit of mechanics and 
laborers and for tho protection of work- 
men's wages, a desire is shown to aid tho 
workingman and to assist him in securing 
his fair wages in the most speedy .•iiul easy 
manlier possible. The school bill aiiUMiil- 
iiiciits have been unfairly crit ici/.i-il by a 
portion (pf the iiro.sa who will, we are con- 
lideiit, in time acknowledge that in 
hastily glancing over its provisions they 
entirely misimderstood it. Wo have every 
rL'iisun to believe that it will work smooth- 
ly, ensuring to us our invaluable High 
Schools and all the blessings of a liberal 
education. The act to aid in the further 
devolopnient of iiimrlz mines will com- 
mend itself to the favoralile cnusiiloratiuu 
of the electors. The iiileiitioii of tho gov- 
eiuiueiit to e.stalilisli ivdiietinu works for 
the puvpiise of testing, on awnrking senle, 
the refractory gold ores of (he province is 
a move in the right direction. These will 
probably be erected in Caribou and Kooto- 
nay and cannot fail to largely aid the open- 
ing up of tho valuable quartz lodges of the 
province. Tho act to adjust the rights of 
settlors on the former townsite of Gran- 
ville will, it is hoped, be tho means 
of doing juHtieo to the Hqn.alters, 
and of putting .an end to ii loiig- 
st.uiding dispute. Tlie.so are but a few 
of the many useful liieasurea passed by 
tile lloii.se it will he seen Iho long 
session was nut liarreii of Ic'^^oImI.-iI ion -and 
it is hoped I hat aa a result of their pa.saage 
'.;iii>il will accruu to the province and its 
people. The (luvernment comes out of 
tho tight with Hying colors — a solid, com- 
pact body confronted by a disoi'ganized, 
disgruntled Opposition, which is weaker 
now than it over was before. The more 
sensible men of tlielaller partyhave cast otV 
I heir allegi.uice, .-111(1 it i.s widl-knowii hold 
in coiileiiipt some of the more active and 
helligi'ii'iit uieniliers. These have dis- 
|.layud a iiieayiiiiish, faull-lipdiiig policy, 
not in keeping with tlii! |)iisitioii tliuy 
occupy as the peoplu's reiuesenla- 
tives. Hair-splitting, meaningless 
technicalities, bluster and braggadocio, 
these were tho weapons of tho 
"stalwart" portion of the Opposition, 
rsing such arms it is little wonder that 
they failed to make any anccesaful rents 
in their enemy's arnior. If by the leascui 
they iiave boeu taught during the ses8i<in 
that lias jusl ckised, they come to next 
year'.swith hreader anil luori^ statesman- 
like views, imbued by a senliiiieiit that 
they in common with the government are 
the guardians of tho people's rights and 
the instruments of their material advance- 
ment, the long, weary session of 1888 will 
not have been held in vain. 



The distance of open 
wiiter fi:utn this point to Buritird Inlet or 
WestnittiBter is nearly three times as 

great as it would bo from the same point to 
the inland watora of Vancouver laland, 
through which tho risk of loss is cmiipaia 
tively small. As at present, veaaela bound 
fur luiiiber cargoes to either Burrard In- 
let, Cliemaiium or Westniinator call either 
at liaijuimalt or Port Townsend for u tug. 
This means delay, and in addition, the 
expense of towing is a serious item, and 
additional pilotage and risk of inland 
navigation have to be incurred, about 
which there is always much difliculty ; and 
owiier.s and masters of vessels are, we 
mider.stand, constantly raising ubjootiona 
to tlioae items when eliartora to Burrard 
Inlet are propoaed to thoiii. it is pro- 
bably largely due to thoso additiunal ex- 
pousea and the risk of reaching the Inlet 
that there are only two mills in this 
province now cutting for tho export 
trade aa compared with so nmny 
on Pugot Sound, where these ex- 
peiiHo.s are so much smaller. A mill at 
Hai|uinialt would avoid these dittieidties in 
ohartoring vessels, whilst a saving of from 
lifty couts to one dollar |)er thousand feet 
on the vusael'a ca]iacity would he effected 
in towage; tho risk of inland navigation 
would be avoided; the supplies of logs as 
cheaply bronglit to tho mill, and with tho 
additional advantage of having the Eaqui- 
iiialt and Nanaimo railway, which passes 
through some of the best timber lauds in 
British Columbia, aa a source from which 
to obtain logs. In view of the extension 
of this line to Beeehor Bay to connect 
with the A'uoriean system of railways, 
iiud the likelihood of lumber being ad- 
mitted free into tho United Slates, any 
one eatablialiiiig mills at KHiniiumlt ia 
idaeed in a position of iho greatest ad- 
vantage over competitors at any otliei 
point in British Columbia or on Puget 
Sound. 



ESQ U IM A LT'S ADVA NTA G KS. 

Whilu our roader.H .are being gratified 
li 1 iiiiioi-s cniiei;riiiiiL' llie iiileiitiiui of 
capilalista to oslalilisli large lumber mills 
in dill'erent [larLs of the province, it may 
be of some interest to the public to draw 
attention to the many advantages which 
the harbor of Esquimalt passesses as a 
site for such industries. Being the tirat 
port' within the province reached from the 
soa, easy of access at all times and seasons, 
atlbrdiiig unequalled anchorage and pro- 
tection to shipping in all weather, with 
water .siiliieiently dee[) for the l.-irgest 
ships allnat within a fow feet of tho shore, 
and with a water frontage of over four 
inile.H, it would appear strange that such 
great advaiitagi'.s and facilities have 
not long before this time been 
availed of by those who have 
already mvested in industries of this 
kind in the province. But the explana- 
tion is easily made. In tho early days of 
British Columbia tiie sawmill sites were 
selected ill the immediate neighborhood 
of tho moat ca-iily .available 8U])ply of 
liiiibor— at Burrard Inlet and Westmin- 
ster on the mainland, and at Xaimiino, 
L'heiiiaiiius, (Jowieliaii .anil .Sooke on the 
Islaiiil, wliei-e mills were established, all 
having .■idvaiil.ages in this respect, and 
until tho last few years having boon able 
to furnish all the logs necessary to keep 
the mills working without having to draw 
supplies of the raw material from any 
place beyond tho immediate neighbor- 
hood of where the mills were 
utuated. Within the past few years, 
iiowevor, all this has boon entirely 
jlianged. On Burrard Inlet, or within 
tho limits of that sii.kmous harbor, there 
is now not a single logging camp at work, 
and till! .sujiply of logs for all tlie large 
mills there is obtained fnun phu'cs to the 
iiiiith of the Inlet .-it disliinees ranging 
from tifly lo one liiiiidred and twenty 
miles. All the mills at this point depend 
upon these outside places, and have pro- 
vided themaolvos with Btoatners- for the 
special purpose of towing logs to the mills. 
At Westminster a very similar state of 
things exists, and while a small part of 
tho supplies of logs at this point may be 
obtained from tho Kmaer river, tho larg- 
est proportion is obtained from |)lac(!s to 
the iiortli and in the neigliliorhooil of 
whore the Hiirr.ard Inlet mills draw their 
supplies. l''or both piiiiii« let^s .-ire 
furnished at. Mud Kay, nearer to 
Kni piiiu.iit tlian to eiliier Hiiiiard Inlet or 
Westminster, and the risk of towago ia no 
greater, thus clearly .showing that the 
original advantages claimed for the, posi- 
tion of any mill now established within 
the province have ceased to exist, and that 
the position of Esquimalt is more advan 
lagoons ill every reapect. The oxpeiiao of 
towing log,-) from the ialaiids in tho ( !ulf 
of (Jeorgia or the He.aboard of the Main- 
land north of liurrard Inlet would not bo 
attoniled with either gioaler risk or ex- 
pense than to I!iiir;iril Inlet, liy far tho 
greater part of the beat lumber is obtained 
from north of Toxada Island, on Vancou- 
ver Island and islands in the Gulf and on 
the Mainland const, and the same 
channel is followed in towing logs 
from any of these points, whether 
to E8C|uinvilt, Burrard Inlet or 
Westininiter, until the southern end of

pornicioiia gaiiibliiig ventures. I have in 
my hand an eastern newspaper in which 
there appears a paragraph which I deem 
80 germane to the ipieation that 1 h.ive 
cut it out and send it to you. How is it, 
Sir, that we never hear of tho tliousands 
who invest in the lottery and got nothing / 
Only those who whi are ever heard of.

THE SUJIUOL BILL. 

To I'liK EurroR — (Jf tlio new school 
bill that has been recently passed in the 
legislature, cla'uso 10 is the only part 
which has been much discussed outside 
the capital, and it is with refurencc to this 
"obnoxious clause" that 1 propose to 
make some anggestions and imiuirics. 1 
may promise that 1 agree with those per- 
sons who mainUiin that, in tho present 
circumstances of the province, tho high 
schools ought to be Hclf-supporting, on 
the ground that it is only the residents 
of the towns in which these schools are 
located who derive any bonetit from thorn. 
It is (jiiito right then that the reaidonts of 
the cities should be.ar the e.velusive cost of 
thuiii. But if tliu act was aimed at the 
high schools, why are they not expressly 
mentioned and the government iissislanco 
distinctly withdrawn from them V 1 can 
' imagine several reasons why this was n.ot 
done: it might be alleged by the gentie- 
men connected with tho education depart- 
ment that if the high schools were 
severed from the public school sys- 
tem, tho whole eharacter of ]iub- 
lic education ivould be lowered. 
There would lie no more lii'^li school en- 
trance examination, etc, The liii;her edu- 
oation of the province wnuld be entirely 
outside the public selmol .system, anil the 
govenunont could e.xercise no siiperviaioii 
over it. There were, no doubt, good and 
suilicient causes for attaining the desired 
result indirectly, hut as 1 take them to bi; 
logitiiiiato and adeipiate, I think it wunld 
have been bettor if they had been publicly 
and aiitboritativoly stated, Imt 1 havoseon 
no such stxteinunt, .and the absence of any 
explanation has given occasion to op]K>n- 
•nts to allege that tho government were 
•attacking the frou school system. 

Tho goveriiiiieiit uxjiress alanii at the 
iimiieiiao ibcreaso of the cost of educa- 
tion, but this too rapid augiiienlatioii 
might be chocked by increasing the aver- 
ago attendance entitling tho country dis- 
tricts to schools. The average of ten pu- 

'i ji^iia jtoc^BinaU. i Moreover, it is very 

\ iof ton not a true average, because chil- 
" dren under ago arc sent to aeluml to eke 
out tho required iiuuiber. 

With respect to the jirovision that one- 
third of the salaries should be paid by the 
municipalities; in some places, as Nanai- 
- mo, Ihis propbsition would include more 

'"'tUau^lie'ddBt'of the high school, but in 
otliers.as Victoria, perhaps it would be ni ucl 1 
less. Now, of course, tho governnioiit were 
obliged to fix some average, but it is ob 
vious tliat as tho Imvus grow and eirouui- 
stancoa change, i)roportioii will have to bo 
from time to time readjusted; that is, if 
tho law is meant to insure merely the Hulf- 
^ajippprt^ng character of the higli sulioola. 
' ' Altltou^h there bus been considoralilu 
hostile criticism in some of tho pa|iur», no 
great opposition to the bill has been inan- 
ifoitod thronghoiih the i;ommiinily, nvnii 
in tho citios, because it is undoratood that 
part of the expcnno will be defrayed by 
exacting fees from those who attend 

. the high schools, and it is generally seen 
that the families who ohiotly derive advan- 
tage from thu high schools belong to the 
middle class and can well aflford to pay 
those fees. The children jf the laboring 
class do not go to these schools even if 
they pass the eiitrancu exaiiiiiiation, 
■imply because their parents cannot aUbrd 
to keep them at homo so long; they are 
forood'tu sot them to work. This makes 
' one recur to my former suggestion that it 
would have boon better to statu why the 
high sohools are not explicitly mentioned, 
and to givo assurance that thu proportion 
demanded from thu munici|)alities would 
be meroly sutUcient on the average to meet 
the expenses of those particular whools. 

There are always a number of radical 
politicians who aro ready oit all occusionu 
to g«t up ft hue and ory about publio edu- 



cation. The peojile are refused education, 

they proclaim. One wouldsupposo tho poo- 
]ilo were jiantitig and yearning for educa- 
tion, which is cruolly denied them by the 
wealtiiy clasaes. 'I'lila due.-. Uof r,j,p..r,r to 
be tho case, judging from tlio ratio of tho 
average attondaiice to tho iiumbor of 
children enrolled. In this province some 
years ago it was only 515 per cent., and in 
neighboring countries tho average is equal- 
ly low. 

In the United Stfitos in 1884 the school 
pojinlatioii was l(;,7i)4,102. Of those 10,- 
7.'i'S,ii)- wero enrolled; and of this nuniber 
there was an average attendance of 
itL'S; that is, one-third of the school popu- 
lation was out of school altogether, and 
only three-tiftlis of those enrolled were in 
iittendanoe. Nor were the absent children 
in private aclutols, for in that year the 
attendance at private schools waa only 
005,517. Such facts aa these show how 
little the mass of tho people appreciate 
the eilucatiiiiial ;ulviiiitagos wliioli are 
placed within their reach. W, 
Wellington, .April 2(ith, 1888.

NA WYSPIE VANCODVER. 

On tlic Island of Vancouver. 

In one of the largest papers p.ublished 
under the grim aiitliority of tho Czar, tho 
Warsaw (PiV/i, there appears a doseriptioii 
of tho Isbihd oi' \'aiu:ouver, and es[)ocml- 
ly of tho city of N'ictoriii, by Mr. M. Lo- 
patocki, latidy of the United States ocean 
survey in Sjianish America and now a rosi- 
dent of this city. The lirst part of the 
deaeriptioii appeared on IMarcli 24th, the 
socoiid part, not vet tinislied, bears tho 
d.ato of;?Otli of .M.-ireb. Tlieaullior does 
justice to our fair city and its gonial in- 
habitants. In glowing terms ho do- 
scribes the be.iuties of our position, Ibo 
moral and roligiou.s character of our citi- 
zens and tho proverbial hospitality of 
British Gidumhia. Mo compares tho town 
of Victoria to cities of thu suuio size in 
California, and says as follows: 

"Where in tho I'liiteil States, .-ind 
especially in Californi.-i, tlie revolver plays 
a very important /I'/i', hero, in \'ietoria, 
wo soliloiii hoar about a iiiiirdor or ra.scal- 
ity. In tho cities of Sonny California 
there is u certain class of people, tho so- 
called hoodlums, wdio livo no one knows 
how, and who are the terwr of the peace- 
ful inhabitants; hero, in Victoria, tho ex- 
istonee of such a class would be impo.s- 
sible," etc. 

Further, tho author describes the social 
life ill N'icioria- as iiuieh of it as it came 
luulor his ( disc rvatioii and is rather aston- 
ished that cultured ,aa tlioy are, tho in- 
lialiitants know but very little about tho 
//Vcro/.'i.cs (d countries like Franco, Ger- 
iiiauy, Spain, Italy or Russia. "It is! 
hardly possible," he says, "to discu.ss with I 
them the merits of F<ilstoy, Daiidet, Man- j 
zoni or Valor.a, tlioy do nut eiire abmit llio j 
foreignors, a-ul in that respect llioy an- 
ditl'erent from the A nioricans, yet they are 
so admirably |in»to(l in I'higlisli literature 
that ono easily forgol.s their other dofi- 
cioucios." "After all, " saj's tho author, 
"they have a right to be proud of their 
niothor count ry, for is not Old l^nglaml 
tho envy of all nut ions and terror of all 
iieigliliiirs, and llie M.-it ion whicli h;is the 
spiritual and iiiiiiiort;il works of George 
Elliot can be pardoned if it overlooks the 
l>rodiicts (d' other nations." 

With, jierhaps, the exception of this 
i iniiark .about tho literatm'o. the descrip- 
tion of Victoria is very synipathotio, and 
tiie .iiithor cannot lind words enough to 
express his admiration of i\u: e\eidleiit 
i|U.-ilitiea of tho Victori;iiis. hi liis esti- 
iiiati(Oi tho Island of N'.iiieoiurr will in a 
biinilred ye.-iis from now be .-iiiMt lier IOiil;
